Voters spend $118M in two nights 


ndover Town Meeting voters were a 
Arter of the national economy 

this week — expansive and ready to 
spend — as they approved nearly $118 mil-. 
lion in appropriations over the first two 
nights of the annual event that will resume 
May 11 in the Collins Center. 

Voters got through 44 articles, exactly half 
the 98-article warrant, and said yes to every 
major spending proposal put before them, 
iichiding: 

* An $87.2-million annual budget. While 
it took about 45 minutes to debate various 
pieces of the package — mostly sewer expenditures — 
voters approved it as presented. 

* A new $12.9-million Public Safety Center. The 
police and fire chiefs, along with other town department 
heads, came with an extensive presentation, but it wasn’t 
really necessary. When the time came to vote, there 
might have been one “no” vote, but Town Moderator Jim 
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Doherty declared he hadn’t seen a one. 

¢« A new Senior Center on the Phillips 
Academy Campus. The $4.2 million for reno- 
vation of Williams Hall is to be privately 
raised, but selectmen will negotiate a lease 
with the Phillips trustees, and the town will 
pay for its operation and maintenance. 

* Preparations for two new schools at 
Cross Street and High Plain Road. This 
year’s $2.5-million appropriation is just for 
engineering and architectural fees, but the 
vote clearly signaled voters are ready for the 
$22-million bill next year for construction. 

- New sewer lines for more than 90 streets in various 
parts of town, at a cost of $26.8 million. 

¢ In other business, voters sent a clear message that 
they want more open government, approving money for 
tapes and transcripts of meetings, and chastising officials 
while killing a proposal for lights at Shawsheen fields.

“Drug costs are just absolutely 
exploding,” she says.

AARP officials say that just a little help 
can make a huge difference. Although it may 
feel awkward to approach someone, Banda 
says people are usually grateful. 

Springtime activities people could offer to 
do include replacing storm windows with 
screens, rearranging kitchen cabinets to 
make items easier to reach, and putting new 
batteries in smoke detectors. 

“A lot of the things we suggest people do 
are actually simple in a lot of ways. They’re 
not very intrusive and they do pay off big- 
time because in many cases they help people 
stay in their homes,” says Banda. 

Banda says educating people about prob- 
lems is something AARP does well. 

It was a lesson she learned from AARP 
while working with them and prosecuting 
telemarketing scams as an assistant attorney 
general. 

“Telemarketing fraud is a multi-billion 
dollar business in the United States,” says 
Banda. “You can prosecute someone who 
runs a scam,.but if you can prevent the scam 
from occurring in the first place, that’s the 
way to go.”

An educational program in Andover 
for severely handicapped children was 
able to win a reprieve in March from a 
move by the state Department of Public 
health to close it by the end of June. 

But that does not mean the clock has 
stopped ticking. 

In spite of the intervention of Con- 
gressman Martin Meehan, along with 
local legislators, the word from the Pro- 
fessional Center for the Handicapped is 
that the DPH still says it will no longer 
be able to fund the center’s Developmen- 
tal Day Program (“Center fights to pre- 
serve funding for handicapped toddlers,” 
Townsman, March 18). 

Veryl Anderson, executive co-director 
of the center, says that is the word she 
got from DPH staff Monday morning, 
after a visit from Meehan and state Com- 
missioner of Public Health Dr. Howard 
Koh, a resident of Andover. 

The sticking point remains the lan- 
guage of a revised federal law that calls 
for handicapped children to be taught in 
a “natural environment,” which the law 
describes as one that is “natural and nor- 
mal for the child’s age peers who do not 
have disabilities.” 

DPH spokesman Mark Lecesse said at 
the time that this is simply an extension 
of the so-called “mainstreaming” philoso-

phy, which requires handicapped stu- 
dents to be placed with regular students 
in school. 

Parents and staff at the center say 
they do not object to that philosophy, but 
that it simply will not work with these 
children because they are too severely 
handicapped to be placed with children 
who do not have disabilities. 


And Meehan, after his visit Monday 
morning, stressed that while the lan- 
guage of the federal law does require 
mainstreaming to “stop discrimination 
against disabled students,” it tempers it 
by adding that it need only be done “to 
the maximum extent appropriate.” 

“I think the professional center staff 
will have to work with the DPH to pro-

vide an environment that is safe for all 
students,” he said, “but I think we've 
come a long way from when it sounded 
like it would be closed (in a couple of 
months).” ‘ 

Meehan said he visited the center par- 
tially because, “some people were blam- 
ing a federal statute for doing something 
against the interests of these children. 
No federal office ever authorized closing 
that program. This is not what the feder- 
al government intended.” 

He added that he thinks part of the 
problem was simply a lack of communi- 
cation among the various parties. 

That communication will apparently 
continue. Anderson says Dr. Koh 
assured her that the DPH “would talk 
further” with the center. She says DPH 
Staff also offered to meet with the staff at 
the center, to explain and discuss the 
implications of the new law. 

But she says members of the DPH staff 
who accompanied Dr. Koh told her after 
the official visit that the Developmental 
Day Program “as we know it,” will still 
have to be phased out. 

She says she has not yet decided if she 
thinks a different model can work, but 
Says parents of the children definitely 
want the existing program to stay. 

“T think they are going to continue to 
fight,” she says.

Andover Town Meeting voters 
approved $2.5 million for plans to 
build two new schools in West 
ARTICLES Andover and to make the new 
19-20 sewer line for the school avail. 
able for residents of the Forest 

Hills Street area. 

Residents voted 1,060-117 to approve an 
amended version of Article 19, which pro- 
vides funds for construction plans for the 
new schools, after a few residents ques- 
tioned the proposal. 

Peggy Keck, of Harold Parker Road, a 
representative of the Andover Village 
Improvement Society (AVIS), asked that the 
article be amended to include permission 
for the schools to seek permission from the 
Conservation Commission to cross their 
land in laying the sewer for the school, 
rather than crossing AVIS land near the 
school site.. 

Public Works Director Bob McQuade, 
who helped prepare the preliminary sewer 
plan for the school, endorsed Keck’s amend- 
ment, and told voters that it would allow 
the schools enough flexibility to get the job 
done. 

After the meeting, School Committee 
Chairman Eric Nadworny told the Towns- 
man that the School Committee had already 
discussed ways of avoiding putting sewer

through the nearby AVIS land. ~ 

“We had talked about that,” he said of 
Keck’s amendment. 

“We're pleased,” Nadworny said of the 
vote to approve money for school plans. 
“Now we can get to doing something about 
overcrowding.” 

The vote was preceded by a few questions 
from residents. One Ballardvale resident 
asked if the sewer that led to the school 
would allow more development into West 
Andover. 

“It may be inevitable, but are we pre- 
pared for what some people believe is tanta- 
mount to uncontrollable development?” the 
resident asked. 

McQuade said most of the land in the 
West Andover area, where the school is pro- 
posed, is built out, and that adding sewer to 
the area wouldn’t create new development. 
“I don’t see where that’s going to cause any 
explosion (of construction)” he says. 

Resident Warren Kearn, of High Plain 
Road, spoke against the article. He says he 
believes the project would cost the town $30 
million rather than the $22.5 million town 
officials predict, and that the tax rate 
increase from new schools would make it 
too expensive for retired residents like him- 
self to stay in town. 

“I won’t be able to stay here if we keep 
spending money like we’re spending here

tonight,” Kearn said, referring 
to an earlier vote for a $12.9-mil- 
lion safety center, and impend- 
ing votes on nearly $27 million 
in sewer improvements. 

Voters also approved: Article 
20, which would allow residents 
living in the area where the new 
school sewer would be added to 
tie into the line. Article 20 car- 
ried by a vote of 548 to 77.

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Hindsight on 
senior center 


It looks to be pretty close to a done deal. 
By an overwhelming majority, Town 
Meeting voted to “support the seniors” in 
their quest for a new senior center at Will 
Hall, on the Phillips Academy campus. 

All that remains is for the Board of 
Selectmen to execute a lease with the 
Phillips trustees, and for the Friends of 
Andover Seniors to collect on the $4 mil- 
lion-plus in pledges they say have simply 
been waiting for the town’s vote. 

Residents should now support the effort 
to provide the best possible services for the 
elderly population. After all, no matter 
what our age, that is where we are all 
headed. 

Still, a few observations need to be aired, 
in the wake of the discussion Monday 
night: 

* There has been virtually no disagree- 
ment that elderly residents of Andover 
need, and deserve, a first-class senior cen- 
ter. So it is unfortunate that those who 
opposed the lease with Phillips, on the 
grounds that it was not in the best interests 
of the town, were painted as “not support: 
ing the seniors.” That was patently false, 
and a very cheap shot. 

¢ Some dubious parlimentary moves 
took place with a vote on a proposed 
amendment already under way. There 
had been a show of hands, and Moderator 
Jim Doherty had called for a head count, 
when Selectman Mary French suddenly 
began to discuss it, stating her opposition 
to the amendment. Several others then 
spoke on the issue. 

Perhaps that’s the way Town Meeting is 
run here, but according to most rules of 
order, once the vote on a motion is under 
way, the discussion is over. 

¢ Proponents of the Will Hall lease, dur- 
ing this rather dubious debate time, 
warned voters that the proposed amend- 
ment, which called for a longer lease, 
would “kill” the new center. Not the whole 
truth. Perhaps it would have killed this 
option, but it didn’t mean there would 
never be a new center. 

¢ Finally, it should now be abundantly 
Clear that Phillips will control the terms of 
this impending lease. Several suggestions 
about how to make its terms more favor- 
able for the town were met with the com- 
ment, “Phillips would never agree to that.” 

That's fine, as long as everybody is 
aware of that reality. But it will be a shame 
if, 30 years from now, the elderly popula- 

tion of that era suffers for it.

It's not just about guns. It’s not quite that simple

Charles Dickens might be sur- 
prised that one of his most famous 
opening lines applies so precisely to 
our world today. In what is presum- 
ably the best of times, it is in some 
ways the worst of times. 

Last week’s massacre in Colorado, 
just another sad chapter in what is 
becoming a lengthy book of violent 
acts perpetrated by young, angry male 
gunmen, comes at a time when, sup- 
posedly, things have hardly ever been 
better. 

The economy is roaring along. The 
opportunities for financial success are 
there for anyone who wants to work 
for it. The stock market seems to set 
new records every week. We Ameri- 
cans are the envy of the civilized 
world. 

So what makes young, middle-class 
males do this sort of thing? 

There has been plenty of local soul 
searching about that over the past 
week. That’s appropriate. But a lot of 
it is simply dragging out the same old 


bogeymen. 

The usual groups are blaming guns, 
contending that the real “violent act” 
was committed by those who manu- 
factured those weapons. 

If only it were that simple. But it’s 
not. This country has had guns since 
its founding. Indeed, its founding was 
accomplished, in significant measure, 
with guns. During my own childhood, 
back in the ’50s, Westerns were the big 
shows on TV. They were nicknamed 
“shoot ’em ups.” We all mimicked our 
heroes, much to the horror of our par- 
ents, with toy handguns, playing cow- 
boys and Native Americans in the 
back yard. 

Any high-school kid of that era 
could have walked into a school and 
killed a dozen or more classmates with 
two or three six-shooters. But these 
sorts of twisted, random horrors did- 
n't start happening until recently. So 
it’s not about assault weapons. 

Others preach the “intolerance” 
argument, as in, “these boys did this 
because they were filled with hate and 
intolerance.” 

Surely they were filled with hate. 
But, as bizarre as it may sound, I think 
this actually has more to do with what 
we call tolerance — at least today’s 
twisted definition of it. 

This is supposed to be an era where 
tolerance is the virtue of all virtues. 
But that is a hypocritical sham. To tol- 
erate something, you have to object to 
it first. And when it comes to areas of 


serious disagreement, the tolerance 
crowd is very intolerant indeed. 

Don’t think so? Check the reaction 
to people of good faith, who disagree 
with the politically correct view on 
moral issues and actually say they 
think a certain action or lifestyle is 
wrong or immoral. They are accused 
of “hate speech,” no matter how gently 
they express themselves. 

Check the reaction to Cardinal Law 
if he’s talking about housing for the 
homeless or his opposition to the 
death penalty. He’s greeted with 
praise. Then check the reaction if he’s 
talking about his opposition to abor- 
tion. He’s greeted with calls to stop 
being so “divisive,” and. to stop 
“imposing his religious values” on 
public policy. 

We almost never hear the word 
“Christian” these days by itself. 
Instead, we hear “the Christian 
Right.” 

So the real message is, “You only 
tolerate things you don’t care about. 
The rest, you vilify and attack.” 

These kids got that message loud 
and clear. 

Another result of the so-called toler- 
ance philosophy is the loss of a moral 
compass. 

The message young people get from 
their ’60s-bred parents is that there 
really is no right or wrong — only 
what’s “right for you,” unless, of 
course, we’re talking about cigarettes.

Where is the leadership of our govern- 
ing officials? Almost unanimously, they 
admit that the NESWC incinerator — the 
most polluting and expensive in the 
entire state — should be closed. They 
shake their heads sadly and say that if 
they could find a way to close it, they 
would! 

We are assured that there is nothing 
that can be done — that we are legally 
bound to contracts that the state foisted 
upon us over a decade ago. “Sorry,” they 
say. “You must dig into your pockets and 
help pay to upgrade this privately owned 
incinerator so that it can continue emit- 
ting dangerous levels of dioxin and mer- 

.cury into your food.” Dioxin is known to 

cause cancer in humans at very low 
' doses. Mercury interferes with the nor- 
mal development of the nervous system. 

Our governing officials tell us that 
they have looked high and low for a loop- 
hole to get out of these contracts, but they 
cannot find one. Yet, we have learned 
that because the NESWC incinerator is 
privately owned by Wheelabrator Tech- 
nologies, it should have received a site 
assignment from North Andover’s Board 
of Health, giving the company permis- 
sion to build the facility. This never hap- 
pened. Given the absence of the local per- 
mit from the Board of Health, it would 
appear that this incinerator is operating 
illegally. What more of a loophole does 
one need? 

What did the current members of the 
Board of Health do upon discovering 
this? They signed an agreement with 
Wheelabrator, stating that they would 
not contest the illegality of the incinera- 
tor’s siting. Our governor hid behind a 
roped office when his constituents came 

to speak to him. And not a single legisla- 
tor dares to sponsor a bill calling for clo- 
sure. Thus, the story of Woburn lives on 
in the Merrimack Valley.

Finegold opposes 
Dracut power plant

Currently, two waste incinerators that 
generate electricity exist within the Mer- 
rimack Valley area. These two facilities 
happen to be among the 10 dirtiest plants 
in the state. By adding another plant to 
the area, the health conditions in the Mer- 
rimack Valley are sure to worsen. In addi- 
tion, local property values would drop. 
The Merrimack Valley area already 
has a proportionately high number of 
asthma cases, likely related to the local 
incinerators. The proposed plant in Dra- 


Editor, Townsman: 

The recent loss of space for Andover 
Community Child Care at Phillips 
Academy is a terrible loss to both the 
families it serves and the community as 
a whole. 

It is difficult for me and many other 
parents at the center to understand 
how a program of this caliber could, 
after 17 years in operation, be tossed 
out by Phillips Academy. 

ACCC was established in 1982 and 
was the first child-care center in 
Andover. The National Association for 
the Education of Young Children 
(NAEYC) has accredited the program at 
ACCC. it is a prestigious recognition 
and is only awarded to approximately 5 
percent of early childhood programs 
nationwide. 

It has become obvious to all involved 
in the process that the selection of a 
new child-care provider by Phillips 
Academy was politically motivated — it 
had nothing to do with the care provid- 
ed to the children at ACCC. During the 
proposal process there were on-site 
cvalnations ir @ for the three finalists and 
ACCC was one of the finalists. 

The evaluators who participated in 
the final stages of the selection process 
had the highest praise for the program 
at ACCC. The evaluation showed that 
the curriculum offered by ACCC and its 
teachers were exceptional. The final 
selection of a child-care provider other 
than ACCC was really a direct result of 
a personality conflict Phillips Academy 
had with high level administrators at 
ACCC. 

The criteria for ousting the center 
was not based on educational excel- 
lence. I now believe, looking back at the 
process, that it was a foregone conclu- 
sion that ACCC would not be chosen. 


cut would require ammonia and chlorine 
to be transported along Route 110, with 
several homes and schools nearby.

As Everett Penney, direc- 
tor of Public Health for Andover and a 
resident of Dracut, explained, “Our local 
boards of health are making sure that the 
state. Department of Public Health is 
involved in this process.” 

Additionally, the plant would certainly 
have a negative impact on residents who 
live close to the proposed area. Data from 
comparable facilities indicate that the 
noise level next to the plant would be sim- 
ilar to a gas-powered lawn mower 100 feet 
away. Even from a half mile away, the 
plant’s noise level would resemble the 
sound of a dishwasher. This sound will 


Child-care decision ‘political’ 


ACCC never had a chance, as the play- 
ing field was not even. 

In addition to a lack of support for 
the faculty and staff at ACCC, there was 
a serious lack of consideration by 
Phillips Academy relative to the needs 
of the children and families served by 
the center. 

The whole process was very upset- 
ting for all involved. Parents and teach- 
ers were put through a very difficult 
and stressful situation. The teachers at 
ACCC are to be commended for their 
ability to shield the children in their 
care from the turmoil that surrounded 
the process. 

The timing of the proposal process is 
further evidence of a lack of considera- 
tion on the part of Phillips Academy. 
ACCC was notified that their lease of 17 
years would not be renewed in Janu- 
ary, providing little time for parents to 
find alternate care for their young chil- 
dren. The teachers may have to look for 
jobs elsewhere, continuing the turmoil. 
If they leave, what continuity will there 
be for the children currently at the cen- 
ter? Can teachers afford to stay through 
June if offered employment elsewhere? 
There are so many questions and so few 
answers. 

_ I want to extend my profound thanks 
to all at ACCC who have devoted so 
much of their life to the care of young 
children. To the teachers a special 
thanks. You are all truly exceptional 
educators. You bring a new perspective 
to the education of young children and 
the capability to make a difference.

This is what local residents will go 
through with this proposed plant. I have 
spoken to people who live in close range 
to the proposed site and will move if the 
plant is ever built. If this happens, you 
can bet that these people will be unable to 
sell for their pre-plant property value. 
This would be very unfortunate. 

An additional problem of the plant lies 
in Constellation Power’s plan to use the 
Merrimack River. The proposed plant 
would withdraw approximately four mil- 
lion gallons a day from the river. Censtel- 
lation Power could avoid this by using 
additional cooling technologies that are 
available to natural gas plants, but seem 
unwilling to consider these other options. 

Excluding the effects on local residents 
to the proposed site for a minute, the pro- 
posed plant alone might not be too bad 
from the Merrimack Valley area. The 
Dracut plant would be much more effi- 
cient and would emit far less chemicals 


than typical plants. However, trash incin- 

erators in North Andover and Haverhill 

presently burn 37 percent of all waste 

burned in the state, seriously affecting 
our air quality.

A fine exhibit of that mentality came just this week, 
with the news that some students, with the full sup- 
port of their parents, have decided to boycott the 
MCAS tests. The tests, you see, don’t fit their “learning 
style.” Therefore, the tests are not “right” for them. 
Therefore, they shouldn’t have to take them. 

In the face of that, what savvy kid is going to believe 
us when we say it’s “wrong” to become a disciple of 
Hitler? Just because it’s wrong for us doesn’t mean it’s 
wrong for them, does it? Stop being such an absolutist. 

Along that same line, I think it might have some- 
thing to do with a loss of faith in anything other than 
ourselves. 

It is a mystery to me why, in the wake of this 
slaughter, politicians are tripping over themselves to 
say that their “prayers” are with the families of the 
victims. 

That would be nice, except that these are the same 
people who would call out the cops to prevent a prayer 
at a school graduation, student-led prayer in the 
schools or the teaching of the Bible as literature, 
claiming a violation of the “separation of church and 
state” — a phrase that appears nowhere in the Consti- 
tution. 

Why is it OK to tolerate, even embrace, public 
prayer after some children are killed, but not while 
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they are still living? 

Little wonder that one of the gunmen asked one of 
his victims if she believed in God, and when she said 
she did, he asked “Why?” beforé he mowed her down. 
Who would be stupid enough to believe in a God who 
is only invited to funerals, but is otherwise bound and 
gagged in the public square? 

Then there’s the self-esteem issue — these boys just 
didn’t feel good enough about themselves. 

Maybe they didn’t, but I suspect that’s because they 
were too consumed with themselves, and not thinking 
enough of others. They are casualties of a society that 
holds the supposed self-esteem of children as much 
more important than rewarding them only when they 
do something truly worthwhile. 

My own kids are awash in trophies for doing little 
more than showing up for team sports. Our school 
honor rolls are so inflated that they are having the 
Opposite effect of what was originally intended. 
Instead of conferring a special reward on the top 10 to 
15 percent of academic achievers in a class, making 
the honor roll is now so common that the few who 
don’t make it probably feel like total losers. 

Finally, I think it has something to do with a refusal 
to accept the consequences of our actions. A great 
national example is the war over tobacco. People who 
smoke tend to get lung cancer or heart disease. And 
they, with the full support of our political leaders, 
want to blame the cigarette companies, not them- 
selves.

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A great local example came some months ago, in a 
phone conversation with an Andover mother, who 
was furious that I would not agree to keep the arrest of 
her son for car theft out of the Police Log. 

“Why are you going to ruin his life for one mis- 
take?” she spat into the phone. 

Did you catch that? In her view, it was the newspa- 
per that was going to ruin her son’s life (and perhaps 
tarnish her reputation), not the fact that he had chosen 
to commit a criminal offense. In other words, it’s not 
about what you did, it’s that somebody might find out 
about it. Not a word from her about accountability, or 
that actions have consequences. 

It is unlikely that the two young murderers in Lit- 
tleton thought much, or had ever been taught much, 
about consequences. It was all about going out in a 
blaze of glorious violence. 

Of course, there is no proof that any of these things, 
individually or collectively, caused what happened 
last week. Clearly these things haven’t turned every 
high school student into a murderer. 

But they are among the major societal shifts of the 
past several decades. And if we’re looking for reasons 
why such tragedies are happening now with such 
alarming regularity, these seem to be more likely sus- 
pects than guns.

Voters give safety

Andover’s downtown safe- 
ty center will soon be safe 
enough for all the town’s fire 
ARTICLE equipment, thanks to the 

16 overwhelming support of 

Town Meeting voters Monday. 

While police and fire personnel 
expected at least some opposition to 
their $12.9 million plan to build an 
entirely new center, the construction 
project passed easily, with Moderator 
Jim Doherty declaring it a unanimous 
vote. 

By now, the list of reasons for 
replacing the old center is familiar: It 
is not large enough, not safe enough to 
hold certain apparatus, and not com- 
pliant enough with state codes, includ- 
ing access for the handicapped. 

By approving Article 16, voters 
addressed those issues, and left how to 
fund the project up to selectmen. For 
now, the project will be funded out of 
the operating budget. But selectmen 
can decide at any time to seek a debt 
exclusion of Proposition 2» to pay for 
whatever remains of the debt. 

There wasn’t any discussion about 
passing Article 17, which would have 
approved the same_ project, but 
required the whole thing to be paid 
with a debt exclusion override. 

“T expected a little more discussion, 
but I think people saw the need and 
could see the deplorable conditions,” 
says Police Chief Brian Pattullo. “It 
has been a long process, getting out in 
the public and having people come into 
the center to see it.” 

Pattullo expects at least the first two 
years of debt to be funded out of the

operating budget. After that, any deci- 
sion will likely be related to how 
quickly the school budget continues to 
grow, he says.

“Our intent is, we will strive to keep

budget for the extent of the project,” 
says Pattullo. “However, down the 
road a piece, we are building two new 
schools. We don’t want to use this pro- 
ject to cut operating budgets.”

current center was built, said the 
building “has been an embarrassment 
for me for some 30 years. The building 
that was built in 1969 should not have 
been built.” 

While the original plan for the 1969 
building was well designed, said 
Bowen, disagreement between town 
Officials at the time led to significant 
changes in the plan — and to an inade- 
quate center. 

In contrast he called the current 
plan “almost perfect.” 

“The time to do this is now. We’re 30 
years late, but better late than never,” 
said Bowen. 

Town Meeting voters apparently 
agreed. Not a single person spoke 
against it. One man even asked if $12.9 
million would be enough to do the job 
correctly. 

“I believe the plans we have now 
will meet those (police and fire) needs 
well into the future,” answered 
Wright. 

Although cuts to the safety center 
project included the loss of one fire- 
truck bay and a couple of firefighters’ 
sleeping quarters, Wright says the 
planned facility will serve the town for 
30 years, especially since population 
and business growth is projected for 
other areas of town. 

Wright estimates the project will be 
completed in three or four years. Once 
it is finished, he’ll focus on expanding 
West Fire Station and finding land on 
which to build a new station in Bal- 
lardvale, he says.

“These other issues need to be pur- 
sued. Let’s move forward,” Hess said. 

McDermitt says he expects the neigh- 
borhood steering committee to meet with 
their attorney about the lawsuits against 
the town within the next few days.

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New senior senter 
at Will Hall is a

A strong-willed effort 
to find a place for a new 
senior center finally 
ARTICLE reached maturity Mon- 
18 = day, when Town Meeting 
authorized the Board of 
Selectmen to execute a lease of the 
former dormitory Williams Hall 

from Phillips Academy. 

Now, the private Friends of 
Andover Seniors fund-raising group 
must raise the rest of the estimated 
$4.7 million needed to renovate and 
add onto Will Hall. 

Town Meeting approved the first 
$500,000 in 1997, and the Friends 
group has said it will raise the rest. 
Construction will not start until all 
the money is raised. 

“Based solely on the concept of a 
senior center, we have raised 
$175,000, which we have in money 
market and CD accounts at this 
time,” Doreen Correnti, of the 
Friends group, told voters. 

Dr. Robert Schreiber, a gerontol- 
ogist and Council on Aging mem- 
ber, said the approval of Article 16 

" means that now “fund raising kicks 
into high gear.” 

“Tm 41 years of age and I am 
applying for early admission to the 
new senior center,” said Schreiber. 
“The senior center at Will Hall is 
going to be the place to be in 
Andover and I want a front-row 
seat.” 

The town will have until the end 
of this calendar year to negotiate a 
lease with Phillips. However some 
terms are already set: the lease will 
be for 30-years with a 10-year option. 
The Friends group will have longer 
than Dec. 31 to raise the money they 
need, said Council on Aging mem- 
bers. How quickly the Friends will 
have to raise the money will be part 
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Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski. 

Will Hall supporters like the site 
because of its location on the school 
campus, closeness to the downtown 
and aesthetic appeal. 

Schreiber said the site is “a mag- 
nificent and picturesque five acres,” 
and he likes the idea of encouraging 
intergenerational programs 
between seniors and students at 
Phillips and the nearby Shawsheen 
Extended Day program. 

Council on Aging members also 
say the site is appealing to donors. It 
appears some of those donors could 
be Phillips alumni. Zeff Marusich, 
Council on Aging member, noted 
after the meeting that the school is 
in the middle of a massive cam- 
: paign to improve its facilities and 
decrease its student population. 

“We would not publicly get any 
pledges out of any of the people who 
are alumni, unless it was at Phillips 
Academy,” he said. 

However, while there was 
applause after the Town Meeting 
vote for the decision, some people 
are concerned that Andover could 
be without a senior center in 30 or

40 years. 

Because of this, Sam Concemi, of 
Central Street, proposed an amend- 
ment for a longer lease with a mini- 
mum initial term of 29 years, with 
seven 10-year extension options. 

A hand vote appeared to show 
the amendment had strong support, 
until Selectman Mary French said 
the amendment would kill the deal 
with Phillips. 

Attorney Walter McCabe and 
Elder Services Director Jeanne 
Madden said there would not be any 
negotiation regarding the length of 
the lease.

After the meeting, Schreiber said —

“In 30 years, we may have a 
new site.” 

If the school population decreas- 
es over time, the town could use a 
school for a senior center, he said. 
Or the town may want to have sev- 
eral neighborhood senior centers, 
similar to the neighborhood schools 
it has now. 

“If you design a center and 
expect to be there in 100 years, 
you’re going to be badly off,” said 
Schreiber. 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Don Schroeder noted the new facili- 
ty would affect future budgets and 
require an estimated $150,000 more 
per year for maintenance costs. But 
the Finance Committee recom- 
mended approval because the 
Friends group says it wili raise the 
money needed to build, he said. 


Going with the flow on sewers

Andover residents

Tuesday, approving 
Articles the expansion of 
41-42 sewer lines into 

dozens of town neigh- 

borhoods. 
Town Meeting voters approved 


$22.5 million to extend sewers into 
the South Main Street and Bal- 
lardvale Road area of town, and 
another $4.3 million to bring sew- 
ers to the Rogers Brook area. 

Actual betterments are expect- 
ed to be assessed in 2008, when the 
entire project is complete, said 
Public Works Director Bob 
McQuade. Two-thirds of the cost 
will be paid through such better- 
ments, while onethird will be 
paid by rate payers already 
served by sewers. 

Expansion proponents said 
people in the South Main Street 
and Rogers Brook areas need sewers because some 
neighborhoods have elevated fecal counts, failing 
and/or old septic systems, and poor soil condi- 
tions. 

“Many of the lots in this area are Single Resi- 
dence A (zoned) which means they are so small 
they make replacement of the septic very difficult 
(because of Title V),” said the Board of Health’s 
Douglas Dunbar. 

Health Director Everett Penney said some older 
septic systems had been built “actually in 
swamps.” 

Penney told a depressing tale of an elderly cou- 
ple whose septic systemi caused them severe finan- 
cial and, ultimately, health problems when they 
tried to sell their home. 

“There’s more than just facts and figures,” said 
Penney. “It’s a human-interest story.” 

“We want sewers. We need sewers,” said Ed 
Weil, an Ivy Lane resident and outspoken support- 
er of the project. “We are defecating in our yards. 
We are fouling our own nests.” 

“I'm delighted to pay (the betterment cost),” 
said Oliver Jones, of Rattlesnake Hill Road. “If my 
septic system fails, I’m going to have to pay that 
much right now.” 

But not everyone was sure the town had done 
enough research to justify the project. 

Matt Johnson, of Boston Road, said the town 
should develop a thorough master plan for extend- 
ing the sewer system, and should learn if the ele- 
vated fecal counts were due to human or animal 
waste. 

Greg Luckman, of Florence Street, agreed, say- 
ing there were horses upstream from three of the 
four locations where a high fecal count was found. 

“That’s something we should know before we 
buy a $22-million sewer system,” said Luckman 
before moving onto another issue. 

The town’s required Environmental Impact 
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“The nose knows” — 
er Jones lobbies for sew- 
ers Tuesday night. 
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draft report to the state was filed 
one week before Town Meeting, 
he noted. “I feel that there has 
been an extreme lack of infor- 
mation,” said Luckman. 

Several people Tuesday 
evening had talked about hav- 
ing a lack of trust in town gov- 
ernment, said Ronna Markell, of 
Chestnut Street. 

She added that she felt there 
was far less response from town 
government when E. coli counts 
in the downtown area were 
found that were far higher than 
the counts currently found in 
the South Main or Rogers Brook 
area. 

“I have a red flag in my 
mind, knowing how casual the 
people who were concerned 
about the high E. coli count 
(downtown) were treated,” said 
Markell. 

Moderator Jim Doherty cut 
off discussion of the sewer issue after asking peo- 
ple if they were ready to vote. Although the majori- 
ty of people at Town Meeting indicated they were 
set to vote, some residents were angered by Doher- 
ty’s decision. 

One of them was Patrick Trainor, of Teaberry 
Lane, who had an amendment to propose, and said 
he had gone to the town clerk’s office earlier to 
make sure he knew exactly what he needed to do 
to propose his amendment. But he never had the 
chance to do so because he was shut out of the 
debate. 

“This is democracy? Give me a break. We feel 
like we were railroaded by all these horror sto- 
ries,” says Trainor. 

Trainor’s amendment would have removed 10 
streets, or parts of streets, from the proposed South 
Main area project. He said the areas he wanted to 
remove had superior soil and no problems with 
any trace of fecal count. 

Saying his area had “the best soil in the world 
for a septic leaching field,” Trainor added that 
while betterments would cost $10,000 to $18,000, 
with another $10,000 minimum to hook into the 
sewers, he knew a neighbor who spent just $2,000 
on a leaching field. 

“We recognize South Main needs this, but they 
don’t need us. We have a zero bacteria count,” says 
Trainor. “The other areas have terrible soil, we 
have excellent soil and drainage. We feel put upon.”

money. 

Finance Committee members cautioned town depart- 
ments that they need to “take a hard look” before adding pro- 
grams or staff, or negotiating large salary increases. 

Donald Robb said “large salary increases agreed to in 
prior salary negotiations” is one of the reasons the school 
budget is growing so quickly. 

He said the schools shouldn’t make Andover “obligated to 
pay large increases that are far in excess of cost of living and 
far in excess of what other towns are doing.” 

The FinCom also opposed a suggestion by the Andover 
Retirement Board to fully fund their liability by 2018, instead 
of waiting until 2026. Paying off the liability by 2018 will 
mean the town is obligated to pay more money annually, 
though less money overall, according to an actuarial esti- 
mate, says FinCom Chairman Don Schroeder. 

But voters sided with the retirement board recommenda- 
tion, supported by both current retirement board Chairman 
Jim Cuticchia and former chairman Bill Downs. 

Residents also established a sizable stabilization account

that the town can tap in the future. 

“It’s to provide funding when there are economic prob- 
lems with capital programs or other needs. It will take a two- 
thirds vote at Town Meeting to spend that money,” says 
Schroeder. 

Residents also voted to withdraw more than $1.2 million 
from free cash to fund this account and to balance the grow- 
ing budget. 


Meter reading 
The other major debate over the budget came from Sum- 
mer Street resident Margaret Cronin, who argued that the 
town should not withdraw $150,000 from its sewer enterprise 
reserve fund to begin paying for electronic metering in town. 
She questioned how much money was in the account, and it 
took town officials a few minutes to come up with answers. 

“This account needs to be analyzed from beginning to end. 
This account has various problems with it,” said Cronin. 

But Public Works Director Robert McQuade said the town 
needs to pay for electronic metering to accurately bill people 
for the amount of water they are using. . 

“We've got to start this program sometime and this is the 
year we've selected,” says McQuade. “We have a priority in 
this town and it’s to get out of the dark age of metering.” 

Cronin received significant support for her amendment, 
but it failed 410-574.

Solve housing confusion by

Area advocates for affordable housing 
agree that there isn’t enough of it in the 
Merrimack Valley or across the state, but 
until more housing is built, some say a 
little communication could solve some of 
the problems with mobile Section 8 cer- 
tificates, a federally subsidized housing 
program. 

Representatives from Andover, North 
Andover, Methuen and Lawrence met 
last Friday at Lawrence Heritage State 
Park to start improving that communica- 
tion. Juan Everetze, community builder 
representing Lawrence, Quincy and 
Malden for the federal department of 
Housing and Urban Development, also 
attended. 

The meeting, the second in a series, 
was organized by the Lawrence Housing 
Authority, which sparked a controversy 
in March when its leaders charged sur- 
rounding suburbs with not providing 
enough affordable housing. 

The biggest problem, according to 
Lawrence Housing Authority Director 
Dominic O’Neill, is that local housing 
authorities don’t control all the Section 8 
certificates in their city. A person with a 
Section 8 housing voucher or certificate 
can live anywhere in the state as long as 
the rent does not exceed the state’s esti- 
mate of fair market rate for the region. 

If housing authorities agree to recipro- 
cate, 80 percent of the federal money pro- 
vided to administer the certificate goes to 
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the housing authority where the tenant 
lives, and 20 percent goes to the agency 
that holds the certificate. 

But while reciprocity between authori- 
ties was once required by law, it no 
longer. is. Some authorities, like 
Lawrence and Andover, have agreed to 
maintain the relationship, says Andover 
Housing Authority Director Christine 
Metzemaekers. 

Non-profit agencies 


were never 


required to reciprocate (pay a fee to) or - 


require inspections from local housing 
authorities where their certificate hold- 
ers live, she says, and now housing 
authorities are not legally required to 
either, meaning Section 8 voucher hold- 
ers from one town can move into any 
other town or city without notifying the 
local housing authority. 

Since Lawrence has lower rental rates 
than its surrounding suburbs, many peo- 
ple with Section 8 vouchers that have 
come from suburban housing authorities 
or regional non-profit agencies live in 
Lawrence. 

O’Neill said he wants more adminis- 
trative control, or at least to be notified of 
certificate holders living in the city. 

“Right now, the Lawrence Housing 
Authority has no idea how many certifi- 
cates are in our Community,” O’Neill 
said, which becomes a problem when peo- 
ple contact the housing authority with 
management issues or complaints about 
tenants or landlords they do not manage, 
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communication, say officials 


he said. 

The federal program itself is wracked 
with fraud, he adds. 

“The (Section 8) program relies on the 
integrity of the tenant and the integrity of 
the landlord,” said O’Neill. Problems 
with fraud and other abuses of the system 
are more prevalent in situations where 
the Section 8 tenant rents from non- 
owner-occupied buildings, he said. 

Ken Martin, Director of the Methuen 
Housing Authority, agreed that local 
housing authorities should have more 
control over certificates being used in 
their communities. 

“If we can control what’s in our bound- 
aries, we can control some of our issues,” 
he said. 

Andover Housing Authority Chair- 
man Jim Cuticchia said he would be will- 
ing to encourage communication among 
housing authorities to let officials know 
when a tenant with a Section 8 voucher 
moves into a new town or city. 

Cuticchia said he believes notifying a 
housing authority that another agency or 
authority has a voucher in their region 
won’t compromise the anonymity of the 
tenant, which is protected under Section 8. 

“We should have had this conversa- 
tion long before. It’s not a bad thing. 
Issues are different in each community, 
but no one is trying to do anything but 
meet housing needs,” Cuticchia said. 

Everetze said he also encourages com- 
munication as a solution to creating new 
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laws that govern how housing authorities 
work. 

“I would think it’s better to avoid legis- 
lation. This is not irreconcilable. We just 
need to sit down and talk,” he said. 

Lawrence housing officials at the 
meeting criticized the regional nonprofit 
agency Community Teamwork, Inc. 
(CTI), based in Lowell, for sending certifi- 
cate holders to Lawrence, when the area 
has limited affordable housing available. 

CTI Board of Directors member Marie 
Sweeney offered to provide information 
to the Lawrence Housing Authority about 
how many certificates from CTI enter 
Lawrence. 

“Our housing people would love to 
come and talk with all of you,” she said. 

Sweeney said one reason the state is 
often willing to award Section 8 voucher 
control to CTI is that CTI has a good track 
record for administering certificates and 
managing the program. In conjunction 
with their Section 8 program CTI runs 
programs like landlord training and 


classes renter-landlord mediation, 
Sweeney said. 
Andover representatives included 


Cuticchia, Planning Director Steve Coly- 
er, Selectman Mary French, State Sena- 
tor Sue Tucker and affordable housing 
advocate Fred Stott. 

State Rep. Barry Finegold also attend- 
ed a portion of the meeting.

Mike Homewood, a.k.a. Mic Stylz, believes that rappers 
get a bad rap — and he hopes to change that by drawing 
attention to rappers with a positive spin to their musical 
message. 

“T look on it like hip-hop is my religion. Where most peo- 
ple wear a cross on their neck, I wear a microphone,” says 
Homewood. 

And if hip-hop is his religion, then it seems he sees him- 
Self as a bit of an evangelist. Recently he played to 70 kids in 
an Andover basement. . 

“T've had kids who have not stopped rapping for six days, 
since the party,” says Homewood. “I give them this and say, 
‘You can do this.’ Anybody can do this.” 

Like those kids in the basement, and millions more over 
the past five years especially, Homewood has jumped with 
both feet into the hip-hop culture, immersing himself in the 
phat music, loose clothing and growing slanguage. 

Homewood hopes to turn more Andover kids onto some 
underground hip-hop artists when he pulls together per- 
formers for a “Hip-Hop Hits the Burbz” concert this Friday, 
April 30, from 7:30 to 11:30 p.m., at Old Town Hall on Main 
Street. There will be a $6 cover. 

Besides Mic Stylz with DJ Laz-E-boy, Hip Hop Hits the 
Burbz will feature Brick Records’ Mr. Lif, Andover High 
School’s Two Shades of Green, and Actual Proof, Venessa 
Press and Alias. Boston Massaka Ent., which received a 
Berkeley grant to play five shows in California, will also per- 
form, as will Aneudy G. & Franklin, a group of Spanish- 
speaking rappers. 

While hip-hop has been growing in popularity, and often 
positive, for two decades - from Run DMC to Arrested Devel- 
opment to Lauryn Hill - Homewood says many people still 
only think of gangsta rap when they hear the term hip-hop. 

“T run into a lot of negativity in the street from people, 
Just when I say I rap,” he says. “I guess I see it more in the 
suburbs. If I go and I rhyme with some kids in Andover, 
(someone will want to try it). 

“He'll start with, Tll hit you with my .45’ and I stop him 
and I'll say, ‘Do you own a gun? If you don’t, then don’t sing 
about it.’ 

“If he doesn’t have a gun, then where would he get that 
connotation from? When he thinks of rap, he thinks of (vio- 
lence).” 

But Homewood says he and many other underground 
rappers don’t talk about violence, they talk about what they 
know, and he says they don’t pose as gangstas, as he believes 
some popular artists do. 

“The people on MTV don’t really deserve to be there,” he 
says. “If people saw what was in the underground (hip-hop

try Lane. Until] AVIS regulation-white, dollar-shaped 
signs are in place, the warden has marked the trails with 
white ribbons tied on trees, making it easy to find your 
way. 

The trail passes through tall trees zealously seeking 
the sunlight, white and jack pines, deciduous specimens 
like oak, maple and even a tall, graceful elm reaching its 
branches high up to find a spot of sun. One massive oak, 
looking like a giant in the forest, must be one of the 
largest trees on AVIS properties. Watch for a hornbeam 
tree with smooth gray bark identified by a marker. 

Several handsome stone walls intersect the path but 
are easily scrambled over. Stone walls are a tell-tale lega- 
cy of former pastures probably used for sheep. In the 
early 1800s, tree quarters of central New England was 
cleared for pasturing sheep, Merino sheep imported 
from Portugal were especially adapted to rugged New 
England winters and the rush to raise sheep was so con- 
suming it was called “sheep fever.” 

The Taft Reservation can be entered off Wildwood 
Road or Salem Street. The AVIS trail guide shows these 
entrances clearly. 

Kathy Dietz, with the help of Richard Hornidge Jr., 
has completed clearing the badly overgrown Sunset 
Rock Reservation trail. Though short, this trail leads to 
the much-disputed Sunset Rock. Three different rocks 
along the same ridge are claimed as the Sunset Rock. 
Sunsets are spectacular from this high point. 

Planning for two AVIS meetings has kept trustees 
busy this winter. In January, Kathy Dietz hosted an 
annual wardens’ party — a time when wardens report 
on both successes and problems confronted in their 
upkeep of reservations. Several common themes were 
expressed. Trash pickup, especially along busy high- 
ways, needs constant attention, trails require frequent 
clearing of brush, and several properties, Harold Rafton 
in particular, has a major problem with beaver-induced 
flooding. Peter Sirois, warden, also reported finding 
dead deer shot by bow and arrow as well as by gun... (A 
sad commentary on the misuse of AVIS private proper- 
ty, as well as cruelty to animals.) 

At the annual meeting in March, David Brown, track- 
er and naturalist, showed slides of animal tracks in 
Andover AVIS reservations. In addition to the more 
usual animal tracks, he spotted fisher and coyote tracks 
in the snow and mud and explained ways to identify 
them. Shawsheen River and Harold Rafton Reservations 
were two properties he pictured. Trustees who are retir- 
ing were presented with unusual plants by Nat Smith, 
chairman of AVIS. Don Sagaser has been AVIS treasur- 
er and a trustee for many years; Susan Dennett efficient- 
ly managed many tasks; and Tom Cone has been the 
AVIS naturalist. Although Tom’s retirement is not until

The Siting Board will review Nickel Hill’s filing to deter- 
mine whether Nickel Hill’s Proposed power plant will pro- 
vide a reliable energy Supply with a minimum impact on 
the environment at the lowest possible cost. G.L. c. 164, 
§ 69H. The Siting Board will conduct a public hearing to 
receive public comment on the proposed power plant. The 
hearing will be held on ;

The site for the proposed project, located entirely in the 
Town of Dracut, is within the approximately 450-acre site 
of Brox Industries. The total project site area is approxi- 
mately 25 acres, including the main facility area adjacent 
to the Dracut/Methuen line and a two-acre site where the 
switchyard will be located, approximately 3400 feet west 
of the main facility. Nickel Hill is currently expecting to 
lease the project site from Brox Industries. The project 
Site is surrounded on three sides by the Brox quarry, and 
generally is bordered as follows: on the north by agricul- 
tural and forested land, a portion of the Tennessee Gas 
Pipeline Company system (the “Tennessee Pipeline”) and 
the Asadorian Heights subdivision: on the east by Wheel- 
er Street and the Dracut/Methuen town line; on the south 
by State Route 110; and on the west by the New England 
Power Company (“NEP”) transmission right of way. 


The proposed project's generation equipment will 
include two gas turbine/generator sets operated in com- 
bined-cycle mode, two heat recovery steam generators 
and a single steam turbine/generator. There will be two 
Stacks that are not expected to exceed 170 feet in height. 
Ancillary equipment will include a 345 kilovolt (“kV”) 
switchyard, wet mechanical draft cooling towers, a 1.5 
million gallon filtered water storage tank, a water treat- 
ment system, a 350,000 gallon demineralized (treated) 
water storage tank, and gas compressor(s) or pressure- 
reduction facilities (if required). 


The plant will be fueled by natural gas, delivered to the 
site via the Tennessee Pipeline and/or the soon to be 
completed Maritimes and Northeast pipeline. No fuel oil 
will be used for the project. Interconnection with either of 
the gas pipelines will be at the northern edge of the Brox 
property. For electric transmission, the project will inter- 
connect with an existing NEP 345 kV line located in the 
NEP right of way. Water intake will be via an infiltration 
bed located flush with the Merrimack River bottom and a 
pump house located on a small parcel of Brox-owned land 
located to the north of Route 110, approximately 300 feet 
from the Dracut/Methuen line.
